There are many who defend the lynch- 
ing, on the ground that it was very 
probable that the mob’s victim had 
loaned his brother a mule, upon which 
he escaped. Nathan McDaniel was cap- 
tured after the lynching and was hur- 
ried by a posse to a train, upon ,which 
he was taken to Jackson, where he will 
be held in the penitentiary for safe- 
keeping. 

It developed today that during the 
riot which followed the shooting of 
Marshall Saturday night that four citi- 
vens were wounded. The crowd made an 
effort to kill every negro in sight, and in 
the reckless shooting several innocent 
persons were wounded.

Head, Arms and Legs Missing 
From Trunk Discovered 
Near Detroit.

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 6.—The body 
of a young woman, apparently about 20 
years old, and from which the head, 
ayms and legs had been cut and hacked 


with a knife or ax, was found this 
morning sewn up in a coarse coffee sack 
in shallow Ecorse Creek, 20 feet froma 
bridge over which the street car lines 
pass at the edge of the city. 

Th.e torso was entirely naked and was 
badly decomposed. Two bricks had been 
sewed inside the bag to keep it down in 
the water and several other bricks were 
on top of the sack, holding it and its 
contents below the surface. 


The head and timbs had been literal- 
ly hacked off, precluding the likelihood 
of amputation by a physician. 

The body lain among the rushes 
in shallow water within sight of the 
passengers of passing Wyandotte cars 
evidently for several days. The bundle 
was noticed two days ago by employes 
of Raupp’s lumber mill and given a push 
with a pike pole. 

The discovery of the contents of the 
bag was made by John D. Jones and 
Benjamin Dufour, who went close to it 
in a rowboat and through a slit in the 
bag saw what seemed to be a human 
body. They anchored the bag ahd its 
contents and notified the authorities. 

There is absolutely nothing about the 
torso or vag by which the body may 
be identified. .The bag was an ordt- 
nary one. The top was well sewed. 
The creek has been dragged for the 
missing portions of the body. 

Justice Tourangeau opened an inquest 
at 10 o'clock, Sheriff Gaston and a posse 
of deputies left for the scene of the 
murder immediately.

Peary and Cook Have Been 
Enemies for Several Years

head of his ship Roosevelt, did not start to the Arctics until July 7, 1908, near- 
ly three months after the time when his rival, Dr. Cook, says he discovered 





| the pole. 


Through the short days and the long nights in the ice-packed farthest north 
these two men, one returning from the pole and the other going toward it, 
may at times have been almost within hailing distance of each other. 

_ Feary, in common with many other Americans, might have believed that 
Dr. Cook ‘had peristied in the ice. Cook, familiar with Peary’s plans, must 
have known that his rival was not far away. 

What route Peary chose is not definitely known, but he was reported to 
have told his friends that he, like Dr. Cook, believed that the best way to 
reach the pole was to make the dash in the winter and take advantage of the 
ice-drifts to the north and east. 

That they passed each other under cover of the Arctic night is not consid- 
ered improbable, It is even suggested by some that Peary may have found the 
trail left by Dr, Cook and that following the tracks and the marks of the sledge- 
runners over the hard-packed snow he may have been greatly aided in striking a 
course which would lead him to the pole. 

Some believe there is a possibility that in the strangely worded message 
from Indian Harbor, Commodore Peary announced, not his own achievement, 
but that of Dr. Cook. 

Scientific associaies of Peary’ are inclined to believe that he knew nothing of 
Cook's claim to the discovery of the pole, and that he himself also reached it. 
A press telegram from Washingten quotes Henry Gannett, close friend of 
Peary and vice-president of the Nationa: Geographic Society, as saying: “That 
dispatch from Peary means that he has finally achieved what he has so long 
heen after.”’ ‘ 


Melville Believes Peary. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 6.—Admiral Melville, when informed 
of the text of the Associated Press dispatch from Lieut. Peary, 
said: ‘‘If Peary has telegraphed the Associated Press that he has 
found the Pole, I believe it and say bully for him.”’ 


“I am awfully glad that he has got ten to the North Pole. whether he was 
the first to reach there or not. He certainly worked hard enough to get there. 
Such a dispatch from Peary would si gnify only his own achievement. Even 
if Cook was there first, whatever he left there would have floated miles 


“awa. 


“T always thought that Peary had the best chance of all of the men who 
have gone out in the effort to reach the North Pole. He was fitted by long 
experience and by his weil-known high qualities. I reat, I am awfully glad 
that Peary has reached the -pole.”

In China the 000,000 Chinese spend 


$400,000,000 a year for the support of 
idols, while in St. Louls the 40 Chi- 
nese spend about $600. In China four- 
fifths of this money is spent by wom- 
en, while in St. Louls all is paid by 
men, There are only two Chinese wom- 
en in St. Louis, and they do not visit 
the god in a men’s clubhouse. 

One of the Chinese women is Mrs. 
Chu Cho, who lives on Taylor avenue, 
and the other is Mrs. Chu Tong Yi, on 
Tenth street. ; 

Since the organization of the Chin- 
ese Reform Association, much has 
been done to better the social and 
moral condition of the Chinese in Bt. 
Lotis. Chinese merchants are no 
longer required to contribute toward 
the support of an idol in which they 
do not believe; public opium dens 
have been closed and confirmed 
smokers are being advised to use the 
drug only in their own rooms; and to 
draw gamblers from the tables, lec- 
tures and other entertainments are 
frequently given by students who 
are attending universities in this 
country and Chinese tourists who 
come here,

Association in St. Louls is Chu Quong 
Chan, manager of Quon See Wo. 


They Seck Gambling 
as a Recreation:

Judge Declares It Illegal to 
Try Offenders on 
Labor Day. 








Holding that it weuld be illegal to 
try offenders on Labor day, Judge Dan- 
‘fel Q'Connell . Tracy . of the Clark Ave- 
nue Police Court remained at his home 
Monday while the police were trying to 
decide what to do with the 35 accused 
persons locked up in the holdover, and 
the 50 who had been released on bond 
to appear for trial Monday. 

Judge Pollard of the Dayton Street 
Court was on the woolsack as usual and 
assessed fines against a large docket of 
offenders. 

Judge Tracy said Judge Pollard should 
not. have done tpis. 


“I don’t like to give decisions off- 
hand,” he said, “but it is my opinion 
that rulings made in a police court 
would not stand. 

“The ordinances are merely bylaws to 
the statutes. It is true that the mu- 
nicipal code, revised two years ago, 
ddes not mention Labor day as a day 
on which police courts are to remain 
closed, but that is not the point. The 
Legislature is the sovereign power in 
the State and its declaration that. Laber 
day is a legal holiday makes it illegal to 
hold court on tHat day. 1 am not 
criticising Judge Pollard. I am merely 
stating my vicw of the law. 
a decision on a legal holiday i would 
not expect it te stand. 

Of the % prisoners held for Judge 
Tracy’s court and unable to give bond, 
some were women and the majority 
were arrested Saturday night. They 
already had been held 36 hours in hold- 
over cells when the police discovered 
that Judge Tracy would not arraign 
them Monday.

Brahmanist Study. 


The funeral of Col. ‘Celsus Price, seo- 
ond son of Gen. Sterling Price, Confed- 
erate soldier and leader, will be held 
st the Alexander undertaking estab- 
lishment Tuesday. 1m accordance with 


his wishes, the body of Col. Price will 
be cremated. 

The religious views of Col. Price at 
‘he time of his death were known only 
to himself and his brother, Quintus. It 
ie generally supposed they had adopted 
a form of Brahminism, akin to theos- 
ophy. In 1890 Col. Price, with his broth- 
ers, Quinten and Edmond, disappeared 
for six or seven years. 

Where they went or what they did has 
always been a matter of mystery, but 
it is generally believed they secluded 
themselves for the study of religion. 
Quintus Price told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday that his brether never 
told where they had been. 

Upon returning to St. Louis, Celsua 
Price delivered two lectures on Brah- 
minism in the music hall of the Exposi- 
tion Building. He never afterwards pub- 
licly discussed his religious views. It 
is said that during the six or seven 
years of his absence he was either at 
or near Monticello, Va., or in Tibet, 
studying Oriental religion. 

Once Candidate for Governor, 

Col. Price had been prominent in Mis- 
souri politics, having once been a can- 
didate for -Governor, and Insurance 
Commissioner under Gov. John & 
Phelps. 

Friends of Col. Price say it was his 
support of Phelps in 1880 that cause] 
the defeat of F. M. Cockrell, afterwards 
Senator, for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion. 

After Col. Price’s conspicuous part in 
Missouri politics, his friends were sur- 
prised when he quietly dropped out of 
sight in 1890. After his return to St. 
Louis he lived unostentatiously. He was 
a clerk in the Manchester Avenue Police 


Station until he was stricken a short] 


time ago. His death resulted from 
heart disease at the Deaconess Hospital 
He was 69 years old. 

With a colony of prominent Confed- 
erate soldiers and sympathizers, Col. 
Price went to Mexico immediately after 
the. Civil War. His father, Gen. Ster- 
ling Price, was also a member of this 
expedition, and former Gov. Harris of 
Tennessee was another. 

Brothers Were Inseparable. 

Gen. Sterling Price led a Confederate 
army through Southern Missouri durlag 
the Civil War. His campaign was 
known as Price’s raid. 


The Prices and their associates re- 
mained in Mexico a year. They obtained 
@ grant of land from Maximillian, who 
set himself up as ruler of Mexico. The 
colony was not successful and all of 
the Confederate leaders returned to the 
states. 

Celsus and Quintus Price were in- 
separable for many years. They lived 
together at 4730A Delmar avenue for 
45 years. 

After returning from Mexico Celsus 
Price was married, but his wife and 
son died a year later. His father also

Handy. fin- 
ished both races of 1907 and 1908 with his 
legs painfully drawn up, and last year 
was barely able to land, although far 
out In front. 

Handy says he seldom competes in 
water under 70 degrees and this morn- 
ing it hardly seemed probable the river 
would be as warm as that. - 

Handy uses. the Australian crawl 
stroke, in which his feet are idle, and 
this takes the blood from his legs, en- 
bancing the likelihood of cramps. 

This year the Missouri A. €. will be 
relieved of responsibility as to the 
swimmers’ safety, a5 no man will be 
allowed to start unless he has his per- 
sonal attendant\ in a rowboat provided 
by himself. Each boat will be equipped 
with a life gape attached to a long 
rope. 

In 1907, Handy won, but one of his 
legs was badly cramped. Last year, 
about one mile from the finish, Handy 
got a cramp in hi leg that moved to 
his thigh and then into his side. His 
thigh was drawn up against his stom- 
ach. Handy swam the last mile. this 
way. He declares that the secret of 
his success is to finish at all costs. 


Handy a Wonder. 


Handy is a marvelous swimmer. For 
the entire 10 miles for the past two 
years he has used what is known as 
the legless .crawl. He merely iets 
his legs drag behind while he digs in 
with bota arms. When he started out 
last year his stroke was Ti to the 
minute. At the h he was swim- 
ming 69 strokes to the minute. 

No other swimmer could have possi- 
bly. .used the crawl stroke for such a 
distance without once resting. But this 
stroke, as was before stated, is most 
conducive to cramps. Cramps are caused 
by lack of ciretlation. When Handy 
has been in the water a short time the

W ROOFS IN ST. LOUIS 
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MITH URGES 
BILL REQUIRING 
ROOF CLEANING 


Building Commissioner Finds 
Many Structures Covered 
With Rubbish. 





Building Commissioner Smith told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that 
he wil] cause to be introduced in the 
Municipa) Assembly an ordinance re- 
quiring property owners and tenants to 
keep the roofs ef buildings free fromy 
‘debris and rubbish. 

The Building Commissioner now has 
no power to compel owners and tenants 
of buildings to keep the roofs clean. 

in many instances where piles of 
paper and inflammable material were 
found On the roofs, the Building De- 
partment has reported it to.the Fire 
Prevention Bureau. A threat to cancel 
the insurance, or increase the rates, | 
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the worst offenders being the smaller 
structures. 

“Many roofs are utilized for the stor- 
age of rubbish and waste matter,” said 
Building Commissioner Smith. “‘I have 
ne power under the present ordinances 
to compel property ewners and tenants 
to keep the roofs ef their buildings free 
from debris. 

“In many cases I have found paper 
and inflammable boxes piled high on 
the roofs of buildings, and in some ex- 
treme cases I have found animal anéd 
vegetable matter left there to decay. As 
a protection against fire, and alse for 
sanitary reasons, a law ought te be 
passed requiring roofs of buildings to be 
kept free from debris and rubbish.

That organization can, 
by reason of its relationship with the 
insurance agencies, compel property 
owners to remove the rubbish or submit 
to an increase in rates or cancellation 
of insurance.
